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THE BAND THAT MADE 
CONNECTICUT FAMOUS 


OK, can you name a band more famous than 
LIEGE LORD that's from Connecticut? No, 
AEROSMITH don't count they're from Boston. 

So, LIEGE LORD might have a little way to 
go to get Stamford, Connecticut on the map, 
but іп a short period of time, this band 
has made some great strides. What originally 
was going to be a 4-song EP on their own 
label at the beginning of this year, has 
turned into a debut LP on the newly formed 
Black Dragon Records. Mind you all of this 
was accomplished in a matter of a year and 
a half. 

The band was formed by bassist Matt Vinci, 
guitarist Tony Truglio, drummer Frank Cortese 
and singer Andy Michaud back in '82. At this 
time they were a 4-piece club band doing 
covers. In 1984, they decided to go for a 
more powerful, all-original sound by adding 
an extra guitarist by the name of Pete Mc- 
Carthy and changing their name to LIEGE LORD. 

What followed this of course, was a fine 
4-вопд demo tape. (No. 5 according to you the 
readers in our poll in issue 10.) The songs 
are mid-paced to fast, but professional. With 
the use of twin guitars and the bass oriented 
style of songwriting, obvious IRON MAIDEN 
influences spring out at you. But not so 
much in the lyrics especailly in my favourite 
track "Dark Tale" with its unusual chorus, 
"Focus! Seize It! Flee It! Strife!" 

What does the band think when fans say 
they sound like IRON MAIDEN? "It's definitly 
not an insult", says guitarist Pete McCarthy. 
"For now it's good that they say we sound 


like MAIDEN", says bassist Matt Vinci, "But 


after a couple of albums our difference will 
show." 

The difference is showing already. Matt 
taped me 2 brand new cuts that will appear 
on this summers debut LP, and these newly 
written songs sounded very little like the 
MAIDEN influenced demo, The songs "Vail Of 
Wrath" and "Amnesty" showed a rougher sound 
all around. Possibly a sign of things to 
come. 

Getting back to the LP, Black Dragon Rec- 
ords once again plucks another upcoming Апе- 
rican band and adds them to its impressive 
growing list. But not without the help of 
one of its other signees, SAVAGE GRACE. Matt 
explains, "Black Dragon originally sent us a 
letter but we didn't pay too much attention 
to it because we didn't know anything about 
licencing in other territories. But later 
when we went to California to master our EP 
(which will never be released now) we talked 
with Chris Logue of SAVAGE GRACE. They just 
signed with them and he thought it would be 
the best thing for us, too. So we got in 
touch with. Black Dragon afterwards and they 
were real interested. After we signed they 
gave us a nice advance to help us out with 
the new album." 

The music industry is filled with "Could- 
Be's", "Should-Be's" and "May-Be's", Let's 
face it, LIEGE LORD is one of them. But with 
a strong upcoming indie label like Black 
Dragon behind them, "May-Be" it's all they 
need to make Connecticut famous.

KELV HELLRAZER Investigates with SCOTT METAXAS As Main Suspect

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"When we get hold of this Christian rock 
band, their gonna be praying and we're gonna 
be suing" squeals a rather chirpy young fel- 
low, by the name of Scott Metaxas. Scott is 
the bass player with one of the finest bands 
to rise from the USA in a long time, PROPHET. 
Their debut LP was given a glowing ten star 
review in MF No. 11 by yours truly and my 
feelings about the LP remain unchanged. 

Pomp Rock of the highest order would be an 
understatement. 

Scott is joined on the LP by Ken Dubman 
(guitars), Dean Fasano (lead vocals), Ted 
Poley (drums/lead vocals) and Joe Zujkowski 
(keyboards). Together the boys rip/roar 
through such classics as "Street Secrets", 
"Away From You" and "Sail Away". With 
so many great songs and such high standards 
of musician ship, it makes you wonder where 
this band has been hiding. Scott enlightens 
met 

"Basically we're all from New Jersey, and 
we played in that club scene with TWISTED 
SISTER, ZEBRA, BEAVER BROWN and those type 
of bands. Kind of the East Coast invasion, 
(he laughs) mostly in New York. In the 
five years of PROPHET's existance we've 
built up quite a big following. Ted and 
Dean have been in the band for little over 
а year. Joe and I formed the band and we 
go back together about nine years. Ken was 
only sixteen years old when he joined us, so 
we had to use a fake ID and everything for 
him, so that he could play the clubs. He 
went under the name of Alan Began for three 
years whilst we played the clubs. I remember 
announcing to the press his nineteenth birth- 
day and all the club owners were horrified. 
What happened was that Kenny and I threw 
together a three-piece band while we were 
waiting around; PROPHET was kind of a big 
extravaganza to take out. Then our lead 
Singer had a car accident while we were 
recording the album. Іп fact it was just 
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about the time we started laying down the 
vocal tracks, so that meant we were gonna 

be layed off for about a month; so we grabbed 
& drummer and went out as a three piece with 
Kenny and I singing, and played under the 
name EDGAR CASEY BAND. Edgar Casey of course 
is the 'sleeping' prophet. We started out 
just playing a few small clubs and ended 

up getting calls from Stone Pony and L'Amours. 
After playing clubs 5-6 days a week 

we decided it was about time to do an 

LP. As I mentioned before our singer was 
involved in a car accident, so we got Dean 

in to do the vocals. Dean was previously 

in a band called MESSAGE which included 
Ritchie Sambora and Alex Jon Such from BON 
JOVI. MESSAGE has put out an LP which they 
distributed themselves, and it's real crazy 
to see Ritchie and Alex strutting their 

stuff with BON JOVI. 

"When Dean came into the studio, I had 
already completed a lot of the vocals. Dean 
sang "Street Secrets", "Away From You", 
"Power Play", "Everything You Are", and 
"Sail Away" whilst Ted and I share the rest 
of the vocals." 

Who are your influences? "Well, playing 
the club scene, we had to do a lot of cover 
versions, so at first it was ELP, LED ZEPP- 
ELIN and PINK FLOYD. We used to do covers 
by all of those bands, and also stick in a 
few originals of our own, and the promoters 
would really go crazy. As a whole the band 
are really into KANSAS. I think Steve Walsh 
is an amazing singer. I saw STREETS play to 
about 200 people in a small club a couple 
of months back, and they were really hot. 
It's really crazy 'cos they're struggling 
now. 

"An old girlfriend of mine, FIONA brought 
her LP out the same week as STREETS and her 
LP took off straight away. Her LP took the 
steam out of the STREETS promotion scheme. 
When I spoke to her last, I asked her what 


the hell she was doing, Steve Walsh is пу 
favourite singer, you can't do this to 
hin. 

"'Ayay From You! on the LP was written for 
her, y'see, we both got record deals around 
the same time, and she asked me to write 
& song for her, so I did. Then I took it 
into the band and put it down on tape, so 
that I could take it to her, and the band 
thought I was mad, giving the tape away. 

"FIONA is а very witty girl, she's like 
the Val Victorian(?) of her class in school. 
Her LP was released about а month before 
ours, so we're gonna chase her up the 
charts. 

"She has just fired her guitarist Bobby 
Massano, and now he's playing with Joe Lynn 
Turner who's got а wild new outfit." 

How did the band get signed to Total 
Experience Records? "That was basically 
through our manager, who had connections. 
He'd known Lonnie and Don for a long time, 
and he took the demo tapes we'd got to 
them, and they just loved 'em, so they 
Signed us. Ме are their first rock band, 
paving the way for other young rock bands. 
Infact we are now changing the LP cover, 
because ав you know, Total Experience is 
mostly а soul label, so the cover isn't 
typically rock. Тһе cover which is now 
available was really rushed, we did it 
all at the last moment. Тһе jackets were 
recommended for us by one store, so although 
it was a good image, it wasn't really the 
one we want to project. Like you mentioned 
to me earlier, we could be taken for an R&B 


band because of the label, so we thought 
we'd beef our image up with a new sleeve. 

"We are distributed through RCA and when 
we first brought our LP to their attention 
they went crazy because they thought every 
cut was a standout, unlike the "Autograph" 
LP which they thought just had a couple of 
good singles. So you can imagine how hard 
it was choosing a single. RCA has decided 
to release "Everything You Are" which isn't 
really representative of our style because 
it's a ballad. But as you know it's the 
situation with the radio FM/AOR stations. 

A rock band only gets played if something is 
a ballad or it's sickly commercial pap." 

On the LP the band really excel in the 
keyboard department. Joe Zwkowski's key- 
boards are well OTT and the best I've heard 
since ZON and SUGARCREEK. "Yeah, Joe is a 
real wild musician, but I mustn't forget 
Kenny's guitar playing, he comes from the 
Eddie Van Halen school of guitar playing and 
was about the best guitarist on the whole 
club circuit at one time. For the LP he 
really toned down so that Joe could dominate 
in the keyboards field." 

What happens next for PROPHET? "Well we 
hope to come to the UK as TWISTED SISTER told 
us there was such a good scene over there. 
We're also getting ready for the second LP. 
We will be making a demo for that soon. We 
also have to get rid of this christian rock 
band using our name." (This explains the 
opening quote). After just hearing the other 
PROPHET I think it's a case of delete on 
sight. 


EDITORIAL 


Fads may come and go but Heavy Metal 
just plods on from year to year. In case 
you hadn't noticed this years trend in 
popular music is a guy from across the 
Atlantic called Springbean who appears 
to have encouraged CBS Records to find 
the odd few millions for the biggest hype 
campaign I can ever remember. Proof (if 
it was ever needed) of the public's gull- 
ibility to musical trends must lie in the 
nigh percentage of rock(!) fans at the 
wimps, sorry The Boss's English gigs who 
are there just to see what all the fuss 
is about. Two important points must be 
raised here in the summer of '85. Firstly 
if there is money flowing from record 
companies bank accounts (for about the 
first time in 100 years!) why is some of 
it not heading to promote Rock and Heavy 
Metal for the future. There are vast 
reserves of untapped metallic talent on 
both sides of the Atlantic which need 
promoting - the potential audience for 
Heavy Metal is enormous and we must be 
the most dedicated fans of any music 
going. We spend vast amounts on records 
and gigs just to be shunned by the majors 
and relegated to an Underground movement. 
This, some may argue, is fine but the 
whole incentive to play Heavy Metal must 
surely be disappearing as the possibili- 
ties for stardom for bands dwindles away. 
I, like most of you reading this mag 
prefer the Underground metal scene but 
I'm doubtful as to how long the current 
enthusiasm can last without some major 
push from record companies into what is 
happening. 

The second significant point this year 
so far is that live music is making a 
comeback - videos are not proving a threat 
to live bands here as many expected. If 
Bruce (GRATEFUL DEAD on Bowen Spr ingbean 
сап pack out our largest arena for three 
nights then surely the metal UK bands can 
start pulling some audiences back. So CBS 
etc put your hands in your pockets for HM 
and you lot get out to some gigs.

This is because of their 
second LP which had that title. Did they 
steal if off Rod Stewart, or are they really 
that band in the song, or just pretenders? 

The second LP was the last time I was 
going to hear about them until a friend 
mentioned a third LP, and possibly a fourth. 
This promted further investigation.and 
eventually while on my trip to America I 
snared a copy of their fourth LP "Electric 
Eyes" and immediately got in touch with 
the band to see if I could get the third 
LP and an interview. Well you'll be glad 
to know I got both. 

BAD BOY, first came to my attention via 
an LP called "Back To Back" which was full 
of solid pop/rock songs all played with a 
great good time atmosphere which made me 
pander for more. But this was not to be 
their follow-up, "The Band That Made Mil- 
waukee Famous" was disappointing. The 
sound had got more lightweight and the fun 
seemed to have gone from the songs. 

Their third ("Private Party") and fourth 
("Electric Eyes") LP's took a different 
direction, with them playing a harder sort 
of rock, taking no prisoners and going all 
out for that commercial sound which hope- 
fully would break them worldwide. 

Anyway I got in contact with guitarist 
Steve Grimm and he provided these answers 
to my questions. 

How did you get to be signed to United 
Artists (their first record company)? "We 
eut a demo "Thinking Of You" and they signed 
the band on thestrength of that." 

How did the two LP's go? "Very well in the 
mid-west, and it enabled the band to tour 
the US, we sold about 80,000." 


What was the reaction like in America and 


Japan? "We received fair air-play that lasted 
about 12 weeks for each of the two LP's." 

Then what caused you to leave United 
Artists? "United Artists changed direction 
in favour of country artists like Kenny 
Rodgers, and they also changed ownership." 

Was that the reason for the line-up 
change? "No, that was because of the usual 
differences." 

How did the new record deal come about? 
"Our agency diversified and started releas- 
ing albums they have become successful as 
Streetwiser,." 

What is the current state of the band? 
"We're still looking for the big опе, sub- 
mitting new demos to major companys." 

How often do you gig? "We play 4-5 nights 
throughout the mid-west each week". 

Do you think the current interest in metal 
in the USA has done you any good? "Yes, al- 
though we're not really а heavy metal band, 
more heavy rock." 

What are your plans for the future? 

"We're most concerned about songwriting and 
have continued to challenge our fans with new 
material. We're gathering songs for our fifth 
LP and hopefully, again we will attract a 
major company to distribute. 

"Most company's know of BAD BOY and are 
Still waiting for the song that will break 
the band across the US. We still enjoy 
playing live and plan to keep releasing 
product," 

There you have it. То check out BAD BOY 
further I suggest you try to get a copy of 
the first LP "Back To Back" or last years 
"Electric Eyes" LP both of which are excell- 
ent.

STEVE HAMMONDS 
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BERNARD DOE Talks To CHRIS LOGUE 


Europe's newest indepen- 
dant record label on the 
Heavy Metal scene is Black 
Dragon Records from Paris, 
France. Black Dragon res- 
trict their releases to 
quality product rather than 
quantity: To date they have 
signed up four bands - all 
incidentally American - 
namely LIEGE LORD, EXXPLORER, 
MANILLA ROAD and SAVAGE 
GRACE whose "Master Of Dis- 
guise" album (see review in 
MF10) was the companies first 
release. 

Based in Los Angeles, 
SAVAGE GRACE's first vinyl 
offeringswere for Metal Blade. 
They appeared on the "Metal 
Massacre II" compilation with 
a track entitled"Scepters of 
Deceit", and this followed up 
with the "Dominatress" EP. 
Since those releases and 
indeed the last time the band 
appeared in METAL FORCES 
(issue No. 3) SAVAGE GRACE 
have undergone some changes 
in personnel and the reasons 
for these changes was the 
first question I put to band 
leader and guitarist Chris 
Logue when I spoke to him 
recently. 

"John Birke (vocals) left 
because he really wasn't 
happy doing heavy metal music. 
He wanted to be more of a pop 
entertainter like Wayne New- 
ton, a Las Vegas type of 
thing. So during a tour to 
San Francisco with SLAYER and 
EXODUS he just fell apart on 
stage and we just fired him 
during a radio interview on 
KUSF.FM. Brian East and I were 
doing an interview and we 
made an announcement that 
he was fired, while John was 
back listening on the radio 
in his hotel room! Not a nice 
way to do it, but he wasn't 
really happy in the band. 

"Kenny Powell, our other 
guitarist, wanted to leave 
because he felt he wasn't in 
control, and not really the 
main person in the band. 
was kind of living in ny 
shadow really, so he wanted 
to prove himself and do his 
own project, во he formed 
OMEN. 


He 


"We replaced John Birke 
mith and the guy 
who replaced Kenny Powell 
was Mike Marshall, formerly 
of AGENT STEEL." 


Mike didn't play on the 
album though did he? "No, 
we didn't have another 
guitarist at the time so 
I done all the guitar 


tracks and we hired Mike 
two months after the album 
was completed". 

How did the switch in 
record labels, from Metal 
Blade to Important come 
about? "At the time we 
had completed the album we 
had already terminated our 
contract with Metal Blade 
due to the fact that they 
didn't really pay any money. 
Nobody has ever made any 
money on that label, no 
matter how many records 
they sell and the contracts 
that Metal Blade use are 
very poor for the artists. 
The attitude of Brian 
Slagel (Metal Blade boss) 
is - "If you don't like it 
then that's tough because 
I have a hundred other bands 
who are ready to release 
albums." 

"We wanted to get another 
deal in the States and 
the best distribution deal 
we could find was with 
Important. They were better 
than what Metal Blade had 
at the time, which was going 
through Greenworld, and they 
were looking to sign acts 
strictly for pressing and 
distribution deals. They 
would press the album and 
distribute it, but the 
bands would have to be 
their own label, take care 
of promotion and touring, 
things like that. Which was 
a very good deal for us, 
as we're a very independant 
band and don't like to be 
subject to anyones author ity 
really. 

"The album is selling 
really well in the States. 
It hasn't had any sort of 
promotion because we haven't 
got much money; so it's been 
selling on its own merits, 
through word of mouth, fan- 
zines and basically under- 
ground support. 

"And now we've just ent- 
ered into the European market 
with Black Dragon." 

How did you get involved 
with Black Dragon? "Well 
they heard that once our 
album was done that we needed 
European licensing and I'd 
already talked to Roadrunner 
and а couple of other compa- 
nies and none of them really 
impressed me with their 
attitude. Everyone treated 
it as just another release 
for their machine and nobody 
seemed to care. But when I 
talked to Black Dragonthey 
really seemed to want to do 
some-thing with a lot of 
integrity and really believed 
in what they wanted. So I 
signed the deal with then, 
not really knowing what to 
expect as they were a new 
company. But we've been 
really happy with Black 
Dragon, the promotion for us 
in Europe has been excellent 
and the sales have reflec- 
ted this. The reviews and 


ait as = 


write ups we've had, we've 
been very happy with and 
right now Black Dragon are 
working on getting a 
European tour for us." 

How long is your deal with 
Black Dragon? "We have an 
album to album deal, we're 
not bounded up for any 
options. But I've been 
very happy with them so 
far and if we don't do 
anything on a bigger level 
we'll probably stay with 
ihem for our next album 
for Europe." 

And in the States? "Well 
we're always talking to the 
major labels, but at the 
moment а lot of bands are 
being dropped because they've 
been signing the wrong bands. 
They've been signing соппег- 
cial metal, JUDAS PRIEST 
style bands, which is old 
and the kids don't want that 
anymore. They want the speed 
metal, something more aggre- 
ssive and something more 
offensive. The bands they've 
been signing are very safe, 
they don't offend anybody and 
so they don't sell many 
records. I think you will 
see in the next two years, 
major record companies start- 
ing to sign thrash bands, 
like Elektra who have signed 
METALLICA which was a very 
bold step." 


CHRIS LOGUE 


Although "Master Of 
Disguise" is undoubtably an 
excellent album - one of the 
years best - I did find 
the production a little 
weak.

Still the band laughed it 
off and seemed pleased that 
at least somebody was int- 
erested enough in them to 
merit doing an intervie. 
So let's start from the 
absolute beginning. Let's 
find out the history of the 
band. Only vocalist Peter 
De Wint and guitarist Marc 
Van Caelenberge - had a good 
enough understanding of Eng- 
lish so it was obvious that 
these two would do the tal 
ing. Peter is actually quite 
fluent in our language but 
felt an idiot whenever he 
made the odd mistake and ap- 
ologised. Don't worry about 
it mate! 

The current line-up of 
CROSSFIRE consists of Van 
Caelenberge, De Wint plus 
rhythm guitarist Rudy Van 
De S1ipe, bassist Patrick 
Van Londerzele and drummer 
Chris de Brauwer who is the 
most recent addition to the 
group. But as Peter у 
they were a quartet + 
begin with, "Well CRC 
started in 1980 out of a 
punk rock band called THE 
ONION DOLLS who were led by 
Marc, when they split up 
Marc started CROSSFIRE 
because he had always liked 
to play more heavy metal 
style music. I played 
drums and sang at the time." 

It wasn't until they 
found Chris that Peter gave 
up the drums, he felt he 
couldn't combine the two, 
which makes CROSSFIRE a 
much better live band vis- 
ually. I wish someone would 
tell EXCITER that! (Just a 
pity Dan Beehler's an ex- 
cellent vocalist and drummer 


isn't it?) 

It's now long forgotten 
history that original gui- 
tarist Nero Neerinckx left 
band and subsequently 
imprisoned for murder- 
ing a policeman (possibly 
docum ed in the CROSSFIRE 
lling A Cop" which 
PRIEST's 
ou Don't Have To Be Old To 
Be Wise"), but the rest of 
the story is best left un- 
told - Rudy replaced him and 
fills out the sound as a pe- 
rfect aide to Marc's guitar 
tricks. Actually watching 
Rudy on stage reminded Bern- 
ard and I of STEELER bassist 
Volker Krawczak, affection- 
atly known as "The Dustman" 
here at MF for some unknown 
геавоп....... 

Anyway CROSSFIRE were one 
of the first Belgian metal 
bands to get international 
recongnition alongside KILLER 
and ACID, following the 
release of their debut album 
"5 You In Hell" оп Mauso- 
leum in 1983 and they've just 
come up trumps again with 
ond Attack". "It's 
doing well here in England" 
ays Peter proudly "In Amer- 
a I don't really know of 
exact figures but it's 
naturally selling fast in 
Germany, Belgium and Holland." 
And why were they in England 
doing just two shows? "Let's 
just called it a favour to 
Mausoleum" answers the man 
somewhat mysteriously; but 
producer and chaperone Jos 
Kloek quickly remarks "It's 
always good for a band to be 
out playing live and getting 
the promotion they need and 
also it's good for the kids 
who wanna see the band too". 
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But do they play pub 
gigs in Europe? "No this is 
the first time we've ever 
had to play in such a small 
place. Оп the Continent 
we've always played in large 
halls". Marc: "We're here 
because we sell albums in 
England and it's a start for 
us, so no problem." Peter: 
"In Germany we usually play 
places as big as Hammersmith 
Odeon." What about in Bel- 
gium? Marc: "It costs a lot 
of money to put on concerts 
in Belgium and Brussels is 
the only city the big groups 
play. We've supported ACCEPT 
and IRON MAIDEN, but many 
bands don't want to play 
in Belgium because they're 
unhappy with the stages or 
something else y'know?" 

It seems many Belgian metal 
fans have to travel to the 
neighbouring metal centres 
in Holland, Germany and 
France if they wanna go 
apeshit over the big noises 
... and they do! Belgian HM 
concert goers are fuckin' 
crazy psycho's!! 

As far as the immediate 
future goes the band will be 
playing a few festivals 
around Europe, notably some 
shows in Italy and then there 
are plans to put out a mini- 
LP featuring two live tracks 
of the two cuts previously 
to be found on the Rave-0n/ 
Aardschok compilation "Metal 
Clogs" when Nero was with the 
group - then there's the 
third album which they're 
currently working on. Will 
it be in the same vein as the 
last two? Marc wouldn't say 
as he wants it to Бе а surp- 
rise. Why did the second one 
take so long? Marc: "We had 
many problems, we hoped to 
have it out at Christmas 
but there are so many bands 
with Mausoleum it does take 
а lot of time. We also had 
а lot of technical problems 
as well as the pressing 
company going bankrupt! A 
lawyer (we think he means 
reciever - Ed) was in charge 
and we had 8,000 records 
there already pressed but 
nobody could get hold of 
them, that was one reason for 
the delay." 

But now it's out "Second 
Attack" is, as they say, 
doing well and if the reac- 
tion of Jason L. and assoc- 
iates to the bands music is 
anyting to go by CROSSFIRE 
should be picking up more 
fans every time they play 
live, for despite PA problems 
we felt they were a really 
tight knit, classy thrash 
unit who deserve a good deal 
more support and exposure.

DAVE REYNOLDS and Bernard Doe 
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LOVE IT TO DEATH 


BERNARD DOE Speaks To DAVE M 


Ever since he parted соп- 
pany with METALLICA and put 
together MEGADETH, Dave Mus- 
taine has become & much асс- 
laimed figure on the under- 
ground metal scene, and ind- 
eed the first MEGADETH demo 
was voted No. 1 in our end 
of year readers poll for 
1984. However for many peo- 
ple, including myself, the 
initial reaction to MEGADETHS 
debut vinyl offering, "Kill- 
ing Is My Business.... And 
Business Is Good!", was one 
of disappointment - lacking 
the punch, production wise, 
of many recent metal releases. 
But more on the album later. 

Now а MEGADETH feature has 
been somewhat long in coming 
in METAL FORCES, but it has- 
n't been for not trying. 
Indeed the latest attempt 
very nearly fell through too. 
You see Dave Mustaine had 
apparently locked himself 
out of his Californian 
hotel room unable to reach 
my initial call, and having 
failed to respond to numer- 
ous messages left with the 
receptionist I was just 
&bout prepared to forget 
the whole thing. But thanks 
to the efforts of Linda at 
Music For Nations the inter- 
view eventually took place 
a few days later. 

As it's the first time 
we've spoken to Dave I dec- 
ided to begin by asking him 
about the split with METALL- 
ICA? "It was more or less 
an attitude problem, not 
ability. We've tried to patch 
things up but there's still 
certain vibes there. It's 
I really want 
I still like 
the guys and I don't want 
to hurt their success by 
putting them down or try and 
make myself look better. 

"Basically, when they told 
me to leave, І packed in about 
20 seconds and I was gone." 
Upset? "Oh no, I wasn't upset 
at all as I wanted to start 
& solo project during the 
middle of METALLICA anyway. 

"In the past we had 


tried to kick both Lars 
(Ulrich) and James (Hetfield) 
out the band. Lars started 
to.ery because he didn't 

want to leave and we gave 
James a second chance because 
he wasn't singing too well 
at the time. But I really 
care about the guys a lot. 
They're doing really well 
and I'm getting money out 

of this so why should I put 
them down and hurt my bank 
roli?" 

So what did you do immed- 
iately after you left META- 
LLICA? "Well at first I 
didn't really know what I 
wanted to do. I wasn't 
really sure if I wanted to 
stay the same style as MET- 
ALLICA, play harder stuff 
or just join another band 
thai was bigger than METAL- 
LICA at the time - maybe 
а major label band." 

When you formed MEGADETH 
didn't you have difficulty 
in finding а line-up? "Yeah, 
we had a real hard time. I 
found the bass player Dave 
Ellefson immediately - 
he's a fuckin! raging bass 
player who will definately 
Start getting in all the 
polls as soon as people can 
spell his name right! 

"We went through about 
15 drummers, because we 
wanted someone who could 
comprehend the changes in 
the music as I wanted the 
music to gradually climax. 

I wanted every song to build 
to а high point. But we 
just couldn't find a drummer 
who could mix-up a beat. 
They could do the same beat 
slower or faster but they 
couldn't do a different beat. 
So it took us almost a year 
to find Gar Samuelson and 

he used to be a Jazz drummer. 
He's still coming around as 
far as speed and everything 
but the breaks and mixing it 
up - as you can hear on the 
album - he plays real diff- 
erent. 

"We didn't really get а 
chance of getting а good 
guitar player in the beginn- 
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ing because we wanted to go 
out and play right away, 

so we had Kerry King from 
SLAYER stand in while we kept 
looking for someone but we 
couldn't find anything. 

"We tried it out as a 
three-piece while we were 
breaking in the new drummer 
&nd we finally found Chris 
Poland, and he did session- 
work with us and of course 
he is the guitarist on 
the album. But we've now 
got в permanent guitar player 
called Mike Albert. He's 
been playing the guitar for 
over sixteen years and used 
to play with CAPTAIN BEEF- 
HEART. He plays a little 
like Steve Vai from ALCA- 
TRAZZ and is really good. 
By the way Mike Albert is 
the guy that got Eddie Van 
Halen to use а wang bar and 
that's the honest truth, You 
see Mike and Eddie used to 
live real close and used to 
go to gigs together and one 
day he told Eddie to get 
rid of his black Les Paul 
and get himself a Strat and 
put a fuckin! tremelo arm 
on it, and he did and now 
he's а nillionaire!" 

What made you become the 
band's vocalist? "Well we 
couldn't find а singer, so 
I decided about а year and 
& half ago to do the singing 
myself because at least we 
could get going until we 
found someone." 

The vocals on the album 
are quite impressive, did 
you ever contemplate sing- 
ing in METALLICA?"Yeah, 
Lars asked me that опе 
day when we were driving to 
rehearsals. I was singing 
along to one of our tapes 
and Lars said 'Man, fuck 
you'd be a great frontman, 
have you ever thought about 
singing?'and this kinda 
shit. I said 'yeah, maybe! 
but that's about as far 
ав it went because I kept 
thinking that this was 
trying to be too starstruck. 
I mean I didn't want to be 
a big lead guitar player, 


frontman, singer, this, that 
and everything under the sun." 

You mentioned Kerry King 
earlier, isn't it true you 
wanted Kerry to become @ perm- 
anant member of the band? 

"A long time ago we did, but 
the members of MEGADETH like 
to get close to our fans. 
They buy us a drink, we buy 
them a drink. We smoke в lit- 
tle pot together or do what- 
ever together. But Kerry 
doesn't get high at all and 
we'd have promo photos with 
the three of us crawling, 
stumbling around with pints 
of ale in our hands and Kerry 
would be sitting there with 
a bottle of coke or something! 
1t would just mis-match the 
whole image of the band a 
little bit. Also we play & 
lot of advance stuff and 
Kerry .... well, he can play 
the fuck out of a guitar but 
I think he likes playing the 
SLAYER stuff a little better. 

How much giging has MEGA- 
DETH doné? "We started about 
two years ago and we've 
played in San Francisco, а 
couple of times in New York 
and a place called беп Diego 
in Southern Californis. 

All the shows went pretty 
well until we tried to do 

it as a three-piece and that 
wasn't really what we wanted 
because when it went into 
the lead bresks and stuff, 
the bottom kind of dropped 
out. We also had management 
problems at the time, and 
he convinced us that we 
didn't need а great wall of 
cabinets and another guitar 
player. Anyway we quickly 
got rid of him and went back 
Фо our original format of 
being a four-piece." 

How did the album deal 
with Combat Records come 
about? "I looked at a bunch 
of labels - Megaforce, Neat, 
Shrapnel etc - but they 
didn't really thrill me 
too much. They'd say what 
they'd do and I'd ask about 
tour support and what their 
budget was, and really every- 
thing was a pittance compared 
to what we needed to come up 
with an album that was expec- 
ted to be as good as METALL- 


ICA - not necessarily the 
same but as good - and we 


needed the budget to compete 
with that. As it was we 
fired the producer of the 
album half way through the 
recording because it wasn't 
turning out right and we 
wrapped up the rest of the 
album on 4,000 dollars. So 
I definately think our next 
album will be far better 
than this one." 

So you're not happy with 
the album? "Oh no, we're 
happy with it for what we 
put into it. With the 
producer we had, we started 
the album up and it just 
wasn't metal, it wasn't 
sounding right, and 
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the problems we had I got 
fed up and fired the guy. 
With the budget we had left 
we just took over and pro- 
duced the album ourselves." 

As I said earlier, I 
found "Killing Is My Busi- 
ness....." a little disap- 
pointing but once you've 
got used to the somewhat 
weak production and accepted 
that the album wasn't another 
total tirash'n'bash, "Kill 
"еш А11", or whatever, 
then you'll find some rather 
intricate material, proving 
that MEGADETH are far from 
а one-man band. Each 
member gels to produce a 
fusion of thrash, jazz, 
power metal and, and..... 
anyway how would Dave 
describe MEGADETH's music? 
"Well we're trying to play 
something that's really 
working the fuck up out 
of a guitar. Something that 
you can headbang to and that 
could also be used as а real 
nerve racking soundtrack 
where you can picture what's 
going on. I try to portray 
a whole painting behind the 
lyrics." 

Have you conciously kept 
away from the Black Metal, 
Satanic image? "Yeah, well 
for one thing, someone who's 
into Satan doesn't go prof- 


essing it about and start 
bragging and trying to exp- 
lain it. That's one of the 
Secrets about being a magi- 
cian; you don't go telling 
everyone your secrets. 

"I do know а lot about 
the black side of the shit, 
it interests me and I like 
reading about it, but I 
don't really want to prac- 
tice it. It takes years to 
get good, and once your 
good you're hooked and in 
trouble, 

"I mean it's great to 
thrash and pound, cut your- 
self up, scream and have fun. 
But you don't have to take 
out & pagan attitude. Why 
support the Devil? He's al- 
ready there. I'd rather just 
fuckin' thrash and be a 
metallist and listen to what- 
ever I want to than be forced 
to listen to one style of 
music." 

What do you listen to? 

"I listen to everything; 
black metal, speed metal, I 
even fuckin! listen to 
violinists and stuff. 
Paganini is а violinist - I 
think һе!в from the 17th 
Century - who smokes over 
any band or instrumentallist 
alive right now. They can't 
even find anyone to play 
his music; that's how good 
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he was and that's the sort 
of stuff I'd rather promote 
instead of sitting there 
trying to be real tough." 
Going back to the album, 
what made you include 
“Mechanix? (METALLICA of 
course covered this on their 
"Kill "еш A11" album and 
retitled it "Four Horseman"). 
"That was just to straighten 
METALLICA up. They're saying 
I'm a drunk and I can't play. 
It's real funny how Kirk 
Hammett ripped off every 
fuckin! lead break I'd played 
on that "No Life 'til Leather" 
tape and he got voted number 
one guitarist in your maga- 
zine. It's also funny how 
they play their second album 
and they've still got & reel 
to reel of а11 my riffs ала 
stuff - God knows when they're 
gonna stop writing the songs 
that I originally wrote. 
I think that when METALLICA 
have got all their gold and 
platinum records, they should 
have the decency to say 'here 
send one to Dave too, 'cos he 
wrote 811 the shit and Kirk 
played everyone of his solo's! 
"On "Ride The Lightning", 
Dave Marsh, who used to be 
Lars! drum roadie, told me 
that they had Kirk going 
over old practice tapes and 
Cliff (Burton) was even 
writing lead solos. Ном can 


people vote this guy number 
one guitar player when he's 
ripped me off? If anyone 
should have been voted number 
one it should have been me. 
Not that I'm jealous (!), I 
mean I'm glad they're doing 
well as I'm getting paid for 
it - well one of these days!" 

How about the inclusion 
of "These Boots" on the album. 
That was rather а strange 
choice for a cover song? 
"Well everyone's doing copies 
but instead of going back 
five years of even fifteen 
years, why not dig back 
twenty five years to the 
sixties when things were 
real corny with horn sec- 
tions and take something 
like that and re-construct 
the lyrics so they're а 
little nastier. We really 
done it so bands out there 
know that you can pull this 
shit off. 

"It's also easier for the 
young metallist to have their 
parents accept something; 
like "Hey Mom! Hey Dad! Look 
they've even got one of your 

. songs on here!" and they're 
gonna go "No, I can't believe 
it". Of course they'll hate 
it once they read the lyric 

What about your own mater- 
ial. Have you got any new 
songs for the next album yet? 
"Yeah, we have two new tunes 


"Black Friday" and "Bad Omen" 
that are а total blur - much 
faster than "Rattlehead"." 

Of course the next MEGA- 
DETH album is still someway 
off. But the bands immediate 
plans include some extensive 
touring. Ав I speak the 
band are on a US/Canadian 
tour with EXCITER and should 
be coming over to Europe in 
August. 

Incidentally, the 
European release of "Killing 
Is My Business..." doesn't 
have the lyric/picture inner 
Sleeve that the US pressing 
has. So anyone interested 
in obtaining a lyric sheet 
and/or details of merchandi- 
sing and fan-club information

Despite the guys reputat- 
ion of being abusive and 
difficult to interview (many 
statements of which have been 
totally unfounded) I must say 
I found Dave Mustaine pretty 
much down to earth and a 
pleasure to talk to.

"Yeah, I just want 
to thank the readers of 
METAL FORCES for voting us 
the best new demo and I hope 
they all enjoyed the album."

DAVE REYNOLDS MEETS 


YNGWIE MALMSTEEN 


So where does one begin? 
Getting the directive to 
interview the 21-year-old 
enigma didn't exactly thrill 
me as much as it would many 
of the people converted by 
the Swede's axe antics but 
even I'll admit there's some- 
thing about this guy that 
cannot be ignored. 

It's become a regular 
item on the agenda here at 
MF, that BIG question to 
which we all seem to be un- 
sure of the answer. Is this 
man GOD?! Well let's put 
things in perspective shall 
we? Not wishing to sound 
like Billy Graham or prove 
that listening to STRYPER, 
THE RESURRECTION BAND or 
PETRA screws up the mind, 

I honestly feel that no 
human being can be regar- 
ded as a 'God' of any sort. 
Ritchie Blackmore isn't, 
Eddie Van Halen isn't..... 
OK, OK, I did once write in 
& TKO review that, quote, 
"Brad Sinsel is God" but to 
tell you the truth I was 
taking the piss, ав blas- 
phemous as this was, because 
Sinsel hasn't really known 
the difference between his 
right arm from his left so 
far ав knowing where he's 
taking his band for years. 

Yngwie Malmsteen's 
"status" can be attributed 
to the underground metal 
press coverage of his 
activities; Ron Quintana 
of "Metal Mania" fame along 
with Mike Varney being the 
prime movers in "hyping" 
the talent of this man. 

I've always been sceptical 
about Malmsteen's stardom 
(for want of a better word). 
I admire his talent, I 
wish I had it, but he's alw- 
ays struck me as being too 
hung up on Blackmore not 
EE EE Dl 
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only іп influences musically 
but also manner and image. 
I've never been a fan of 
Blackmore (much to the 
chagrin of those I know who 
are) and I can't say I've 
taken a great deal of notice 
of Yngwie either. In actual 
fact I tend to go more for 
the music a BAND makes rather 
than individual performances. 
The only musician I can 
rightly say I could listen 
to playing on his own all 
day would be Gregg Giuffria, 
but I digress, 

Given the amount of 
stories about the man's ego 
and arrogant behaviour I was 
in the position of not being 
particuarly interested in 
talking to him. I expected 
him to behave like a wanker 
but came out a little sur- 
prised. Yngwie does talk 
bluntly but I got the impre- 
ssion that this is more due 
to the way he's learnt Eng- 
lish and the fact that, like 
most Swedes, he's far more 
mature than his age suggests. 

Malmsteen's history of 
course goes back to the late 
seventies/early eighties 
when he was becoming known 
as hot property with the 
first incarnation of RISING 
FORCE. The band's demo's 
became popular with the 
underground demo traders and 
according to an article I'd 
read by Stefan Rooyackers in 
AARDSCHOK (let's give credit 
where it's due eh?!) they 
recorded a single "You're 
Going To Break Them А11"/ 
"Horizons" for CBS which 
was never released. I asked 
Yngwie why. 

"We didn't really have a 
deal with CBS, they were 
just very interested. This 
particular producer working 
excusively for CBS liked my 
playing but he wanted me 
to do some commercial stuff, 
so I wrote a couple of 
commercial songs which were 
supposed to be released but 
he called me up afterwards 
and said he thought we should 
re-record the vocals in 
Swedish so it would sell more, 
but I didn't want to do that." 

And so it's history that 
Mike Varney becomes interes- 
ted in Yngwie enough to get 
him over to the States whereby 
he promptly joins Ron Keel's 
STEELER, then ALCATRAZZ, and 
in July last year split to 
reform RISING FORCE in which 
he's currently engaged in a 
World Tour which brought 
him to London for a "Show- 
case" gig at The Marquee. 

"I joined ALCATRAZZ to 
leave ALCATRAZZ so to speak. 
When I teamed up with 

Graham Bonnett he didn't 


have one song written and 
they didn't have any real 
idea of what they wanted 

to do. I wrote all the 
songs in three weeks, I 
wrote all the music inclu- 
ding the melody lines and I 
don't really give a shit 

if Graham doesn't want to 
admit that, even though I 
didn't get the credit for 
it but the keyboard player 
(Jimmy Waldo, ex-NEW ENG- 
LAND/Vinnie Cusano's 
WARRIOR) did for things he 
didn't write. It was a 
very bad situation from 
the beginning, I didn't 
really get any kind of res- 
pect for what I did. I know 
I am a lot more of a skilled 
and experienced musician 
and composer than all of 
them put together, but they 
са 11 me things like I'ma 
little kid and stuff and I 
got very frustrated with 
that." 

Does it worry you about 
what Graham & Co, or Ron 
Keel for that matter 
(remember Yngwie's classic 
remark about him in MF3?!) 
are saying about you now? 
"It doesn't really bother 
me. І don't want to know 
what Graham says because I 
don't think it matters. I 
didn't care what he thought 
when I was in the band and I 
definately don't care 
what he's saying about me 
now. Bonnett and Keel 
couldn't get along with пе 
and I couldn't get along 
with them. People night 
have the opinion that 
I'm just а stuck-up idiot, 
which is totally wrong 
because I'm a very precise 
person, I know exactly what 
I want and I don't fuck 
about y'know?" 

So you in fact used 
STEELER and ALCATRAZZ all 
along to get to where you 
are now? "Exactly, they 
were just stepping stones. 
When I moved to America that 
was my plan all along." 

How do you feel about 
being voted in magazine 
polls as one of the top 
guitarists? "It's very 
flattering, however it 
doesn't change my outlook 
or anything else. I'm 
exposed to a lot of flatt- 
ering things all the time. 
The thing is when I was 
a nobody and nobody gave a 
shit about what I was doing 
I was still exactly the 
same as I am now. I knew 
exactly what I wanted and I 
would get it, and I didn't 
give а shit what it took. 
People get very pissed off 
about me but I'm not stuck 
up that I walk around 


thinking I'm so fucking 
cool y'know." 

Despite Yngwie's constant 
confrontations with Ron Keel 
in STEELER, he did seem to 
get along with fellow band 
menbers Rik Fox (now SIN) 
and Mark Edwards. Was that 
why he produced the 3RD 
STAGE ALERT mini-LP because 
Edwards is currently the 
drummer? "No, it wasn't at 
all, it was because the 
rhythm guitarist is the guy 
who cleans my swimming pool 
and he's a very good friend 
of mine!! Rik Fox is more 
or less а nice guy, but we 
think differently. I don't 
personally have anything 
against Rik or Mark or 
in fact anybody including 
Graham, but have you ever 
tried working with a 36- 
year-old alcoholic, epileptic 
person?! It tends to be 
frustrating!" 

With the split from 
ALCATRAZZ complete, Yngwie's 
doing exactly what he's want- 
ed to do all along, and that's 
play some of the most self- 
indulgent rock music you're 
ever likely to hear since the 
days of ELP or YES. The 
question of whether the man 
plays for himself rather than 
the people who buy his rec- 
ords ("Yngwie Malmsteen's 
"RISING FORCE' album is still 
selling, better than ever 
thanks to a European release) 
did cross my mind..... "No, 
not at all, that's not true 
at all. І improvise, every- 
thing I do is spontaneous. 
Every night I go on stage I 
play something different in 
my intro's and guitar solo's, 
I incorporate all sorts of 
shit. If I go on stage and 
the audience is really into 
it I play very well, but if 
the audience isn't into it I 
play kind of Auto-pilot or 
something. I definately play 
for the people but that 
doesn't mean I prostitute 
myself by going trendy and 
playing the kind of stuff 
record companies want me to 
play. If I want to be like 
everyone else and write 
a BON JOVI song I could do 
it but I want to play stuff 
that I feel good with." 

Yngwie obviously didn't 
feel good with the STEELER 
album. If you listen to it 
you can tell that it sounds 
wrong, the guitar playing 
sounds out of place, it's 
like telling a mechanic 
with a Grand Prix racing 
team how to put a lawn 
mower together... Keel 
seemed to be instructing 
Malmsteen how to play heavy 
metal riffs and Yngwie wasn't 
having it. Now of course 


no-one сап tell him what to 
do. 

"I don't like playing Ron 
Keel's music, or preferably 
anybody elses. I feel very 
much like a painter or some- 
thing. A painter doesn't want 
to paint somebody elses pic- 
ture and he doesn't want to 
paint half a picture and let 
someone finish it. I want 
to compose, arrange and 
produce the music and that's 
why it's so nice to be in the 
situation I'm in right now." 

But Yngwie doesn't really 
like the strain of constant 
touring it seems "We just 
came back from a Japanese 
tour and did a short American 
tour followed by this European 


tour. After this we have a 
long, three month American 
tour coming up and I have 
three d off, but I have to 


do in-store appearances, five 
interviews a day and st 
so I'm constantly working 
and as far as I know it'11 
be just touring until Octo- 
ber." 

So do you prefer recording 
in & studio to playing live? 
"No, musically I love both, 
but touring you get so much 
bullshit all the time it 
just drives me crazy. I 
didn't start playing guitar 


to do interviews, I started 
playing guitar to express 
myself. I find it difficult 
to express myself, I find it 
difficult to express myself 
with words and I find it 
frustrating, so much some- 
times that I'll tell people 
to fuck off y'know? The 
whole mentality of doing 
tours is kinda crazy!" 

This statement probably 
sums up Yngwie more than any- 
thing else in this interview 
and is an indicator as to why 
people regard him as а hot 
headed arsehole. It's ironic 
then that the man should 
spend thirty five minutes 
talking to me and represent- 
ative from "Guitarist", "Metal 
Attack" and "Heavy Metal Demons" 
If he was such an arrogant 
bastard then he could well 
have told Polydor that he 
didn't have time to do 
interviews. 

The gig itself was high 
in musician-ship but very poor 
in sound quality, possibly a 
touch too loud for such classy 
heavy rock. Malmsteen is 
indeed a very, very good gui- 
tar player and maybe does 
merit his position in the 
guitar heroes hall of fame, 
and his partners in crime 
(ex-SILVER MOUNTAIN men 


Jens Johansson-keyboards and 
Anders Johansson-drums, along 
with Mare Jacob - bass, 
Jeff Scott-Soto - vocals) 
obviously enjoy playing with 
such a talented personality. 
Still I did get a bit bored 
by some of the long winded 
material and even Malmsteen's 
number one worshipper on the 
MF staff Dave Constable rem- 
arked as such too ( who was 
it that shouted out before 
the band came on stage "it's 
the second coming!" tho'eh 
Dave?!) and Soto does 
vocally, bear resembleance to 
Graham Bonnett and Ronnie 
James Dio, visually The Brady 
Bunch's 'Peter' wearing а 
Paul Stanley poodle cut wig! 
RISING FORCE's second 
album "Marching Out" should 
be out any day now. Malm- 
Steen reckons it's surprising- 
ly different from the debut 
album. We shall see. Ап 
I converted? Well I have 
gained a tremendous amount 
of respect for Malmsteen 
in so much as he knows 
exactly what he wants and 
nothing will stand in his way 
but I still wouldn't part with 
my ANGEL albums for а high 
quality RISING FORCE Japanese 
double album of live material 
at any time!

and "Eat Тһе Rich" which аге 
more serious than say "Ameri- 
can Woman" ог "Stay Awake А11

That's a long way from the 
hilarious "Smelly Nelly" or 
"Mr 69" (all about a man who 
liked oral sex, only to die 
from choking on a tampon. 
C'mon, gimme a break! That's 
almost as sick as INTENSE 
MUTILATION) whose lyrics 
were written by long gone 
bassist Chris Von Rohr. "I 
only wrote the music" states 
Fernando Von Arb. Marc: 
"Those songs were negative 
humour. You can't believe 
the lyrics? Neither can I 
and I had to sing them! I 
looked like a red turnip 
when I was singing them: 
(eh?!? - Ed). That's why 
we've changed so many band 
members. We've evolved. 
Y'know it's just like some 
people say that human beings 
were apes’ and now we walk 
straight and wear clothes 
ha! ha! we haven't had over- 
night success, we haven't 
been a number one best seller 
all over the world. We're 
still here because we love 
doing what we do ." 

The current line-up of 
Storace(vocals), Von Arb 
(guitar), Mark Kohler 
(guitar), Andy Tanas (bass) 
and Jeff Klaven (drums) is 


certainly the best I've 


ever heard or seen, and 
"The Blitz" is a pretty 
good record that І feel 
ashamed at rt picking up 
on earlier. 

American magazines I'd 
read recently had however 
led me to believe that this 
album hasn't exactly done 
the business Stateside in 
terms of sales and KROKUS 
were apparantly upset. 
"American magazines are a 
joke. They turn things 
round all the time. Did 
you read the letter I wrote 
to Creem? Yes? What they did 
was take part of the inter- 
view to make it sound like I 
was slagging off MOTLEY CRUE 


and RATT but when it was read 


in context with the whole 
‘thing what I actually séid 
wasn't that at all." 


"Actually every album we've 


released in America has done 
better on each successive 


give you articles on the same 
bands month in, month out. I 
recently bought the latest 
issues of Creem Metal Close 
Up and Hit Parader. What 

do we get? A staple diet of 
KISS, VAN HALEN, IRON MAIDEN, 
RATT, MOTLEY CRUE, TWISTED 
SISTER, KROKUS, WASP and THE 
SCORPIONS. Oh look, amazingly 
one has a.... get this..... 
METALLICA feature! It makes 
me wonder how they can keep 
writing about the same bands 
every month and to be honest, 
we METAL FORCES people are by 
no means Shakespeares of 
metal journalism, but the 
standard of established rock 
journalism in the United St- 
ates (a nation close to my 
heart both musically and 
otherwise) is pretty poor and 
very smart-arse (The NME in 
living colour?), many writers 
having no real interest in 
HM anyway. Hey guys gimme a 
job will ya?! You want a metal 
writer, you got one!! 

KROKUS are one of the 
newcomers to the pages of 
these magazines possibly ele- 
vated to that position not 
only by record sales but also 
the flashy image along with 
'names'! such as RATT, MOTLEY 
CRUE and KISS (who are no 
longer leaders in HM fashion 
but mere copyists). 

Marc: "We're not a new band 
like RATT or MOTLEY CRUE, 
people know us for wearing 
a variety of clothes." 

Fernando interjects: "But 
for some people we are a new 
band. Many people think we 
formed only two years ago 
y'know? It's like last year 
VAN HALEN had a hit here with 
"Jump" and millions of people 
caught on to them but only 
for that single, the name came 
and went for them. Then some- 
body else comes along like 
ZZ TOP. People never cared 
about them and now it's 
suddenly very 'IN' to have 


a ZZ TOP album. Next year 
it'll be someone else." 

It's called pop fashion 
Fernando, the general record 
buying/trend following arse- 
holes who dismissed VAN 
HALEN and 22 TOP as 'Shitty 
Heavy Metal! bands suddenly 
discover hidden aspects to 
the bands appeal and follow 
each other like sheep. "Have 
these bands really been 
around for so long?" they 
ery! Shock, horror, gasp! 
Oh well, and onto WHAM!. 
Sickening isn't it? 

In America, thanks to 
consistent touring KROKUS 
have stamped their name in 
almost everyones head for 
good, so now it's back to 
Europe for a while. However 
only two dates had been set 
up; one in London, the other 
in Basle. The band are free 
to admit they have no chance 
of following VAN HALEN and 
ZZ TOP into the UK teenie 
boppers lives, Fernando even 
going so far as to suggest 
that if they were an American 
band and not of European 
origin they really wouldn't 
come here at all. I admire 
his honesty. Marc: "The last 
time we were in London we 
played Hammersmith Odeon 
which was good attendance 
wise but it doesn't pay the 
bills. The realistic way 
to look at things if we're 
going to survive is obviously 
to play where we meet our 
costs." 

Fernanado: "We don't 
want to make the mistake of 
doing a big UK tour to half- 
filled halls. Part of the 
reason for this London show 
is because we, ourselves, 
wanted to play here - it's 
an expensive hobby! If we 
didn't play in Switzerland 
they would probably kill us!! 
We don't honestly think 
that these two shows will 
change anything career-wise

release, and the new direction 
that we've taken is now being 
copied by others just as our 
clothes were in the "Screaming 
In The Night" video which is 
great y'know". 

KROKUS are getting a great 
deal of press attention in 
the 'elite' magazines such 
as !Ні% Parader! and 'Creem' 
but the trouble with American 


mags is that they tend to FERNANDO VON ARB and MARC STORACE 


for KROKUS." 


But haven't you seen the 
resurgance in Heavy Metal 
throughout the world? What 
about the increase in top 
knotch Euro metal acts of 
the WARLOCK, PRETTY MAIDS 
ilk? (Just to name two off 
the top of my head); Fern- 
ando: "Y'mean all these bands 
in the pages of your magazine? 
I don't really hear too much 
of it. But in America by 
just looking at the pictures 
of some groups I can tell 
just by the clothes they 
wear, the leather and studs, 
they must just all sound the 
same. І don't really take 
the time to go into a record 
Store and check that stuff 
out. They don't appear to 


show much personality, I 
mean look at this (pointing 
at a photo of TYSONDOG) - 


that's the way JUDAS PRIEST 
looked five years ago. There 
must be hundreds of band who 
look like that now, some of 
them, the good ones will make 
it but most of them will 
disappear next year. It's 
the nature of this business." 
It's sad but true. For 
instance, cast your minds 
back to the METAL For MUTHAS 
albums. Out of the 18 bands 
on the two volumes only IRON 
MAIDEN went on to gain inter- 
national mega-stardom. SAMSON 
were the only other band who 
created any sort of a stir, 
whilst only а handful made 
albums. Trivia freaks may 
be reminded that Marc Stor- 
ace actually appears on 
volume two as the singer for 
EAZY MONEY with the outstand- 
ing cut from that album 
"Telephone Man". Не was іп

SIMMONDS 


The long hard toils of labour in putting 
together a class heavy metal/hard rock act 
have been rewarding to guitarist Kim Sin- 
monds. As some of you may or may not know, 
Kim Simmonds had been the force behind the 
legendary SAVOY BROWN for 15 years. Per- 
haps a little tired of being remembered for 
past glories, Kim is determined to once 
again bring his axe to the attention of his 
old fans in addition to their younger brot- 
hers. In doing so Kim has formed a new band 
called, SIMMONDS with a new modern metal 
sound and a class line-up of some old and 
new blood. 

Complementing the guitar expertise of Kim 
Simmonds is a solid background of rockers, 
whose credits speak for themselves. On bass 
is a name not unfamiliar to METAL FORCES 
readers, ex-RODS member, Gary Bordonaro. On 
lead and rhythm guitar is Duck McDonald. Duck 
has toured with SHAKIN STREET and his own 
Short lived BIBLE BLACK. He will also be 
featured on the Carl Canedy solo LP, "Thras- 
her", On drums is Joe Hasselvander. Joe has 
pounded with ex-VIRGIN STEELER, Jack Starr, 
and has а solo LP of his own (should be out 
when you read this) on Pentagram Records. 
Finally on vocals is Jimmy Kunes. Jimmy's 
last outing was fronting ex-RIOT members 
in the short lived, SILENT PARTNER. 

As one can guess from the ingredients, 
SIMMONDS is a tight outfit. This fact 
is exemplified on their latest demo. The 
songs are blues born but mature into heavy 
driving rockers with phenominal guitar solos 
shown in tracks like, "Fast Life". Kim 
Simmonds has successfully made the transition 


from the mid-60's through to the mid-80's as 


only few have done before. This winning 
formula shines throughout their demo showing 
a diversification rarely found in todays 
younger talent. "Man Of Stone" is a RODS 
type rocker relying on raw power and rough 
edge vocals. "Right On The Money" cruises 
&long building into the crowd pleasing 
anthem. "On The Rocks" is the guitar show- 
case instrumental proving the Simmonds/Bor- 
donaro combination а natural. This is the 
number that can bring Kim back into the glory 
of his halcyon days. "You'll Always Live Оп" 
is а slow starting, soft sung ballad that 
climbs to the pinnacle of crooning and guitar 
accompanyment. 

SIMMONDS is currently touring with SAVATAGE 
in the mid-west USA, and are negotiating deals 
which could bring them to the English shores 
within a year. 


PHILIP DIBENEDETTO 
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MAYHEM 


MAYHEM are the latest in Deathcore Thrash 
from New York. The band were formed by ex- 
ASSAULT axeman Gordon Ancis who recruited 
bassist Tony Marc (also ex-ASSAULT) and dru- 
mmer and lead vocalist Tommy Carroll, form- 
erly with CORRUPT. 

Despite & rather poor quality rehearsal 
tape it's obvious that MAYHEM have more to 
offer than pure mindless thrash. The mater- 
ial, which is strictly hardcore or deathcore 
as the band put it, is still developing, but 
the mixture of out-and-out thrash with con- 
trolled tempo changes shows plenty of imag- 
ination with the instrumentation being above 
average. However I can't say I go a bundle 
on the blatant punk vocals. 

Of the five numbers available I would say 
that "Death Wish" and "Mayhemic Destruction" 
are probably the best but it's all unbeliev- 
ably intensive stuff and I'm certainly not 
gonna argue with the bands claims of being 
the fastest band around today!

The band were formed in September, 1983 
as REBEL. The line-up changed in January 
1984 bringing іп Mikki to give the band 
more depth and power.

A terrible quality demo didn't do this 
Rochester, New York band any favours, but 
having twiddled around with my hi-fi I 
managed to get & reasonable reproduction 
by reducing the bass and turning up the 
treble. 

The band,average age of which is 19, 
describe themselves as а power-metal band 
but I argue against that as songs like 
"Too Young" are pretty toned down stuff but 
they do have slightly raunchy penned tracks 
of which "Sinners Vengeance" is one.

VICIOUS BARREKA are an American power- 
house metal trio hailing from Bethlehem, 
Pennsylvania. 

The band's current "Outrage, Insanity 
and Profanity" demo contains eight tracks 
of relatively strong material mixing raw 
MOTORHEAD influences with youthful enthu- 
siasm and modern day speed instincts. 

My particualr fave-raves are "Last Ameri- 
can Hero" and "The Sentence", both heavy 
riffing,frantic affairs with the latter 
building up quite superbly from its slow 
intro to an awesome thrasher. 

There are a couple of numbers I do find a 
little average, namely "Rock'n'Roll Over" and 
"The Best There's Ever Been" where JoJo 
Monroe's vocals sound uncannily like ALICE 
COOPER. 

At times when guitarist Gary Lee takes off 
on one of his frenzied solos there's a,dis- 
tinct lack of punch in the rhythm section of 
bassist JoJo Monroe and drummer Scott Glenn 
which despite proving that the tape contains 
no overdubs also suggests the addition of a 
second guitarist may be in order. But given 
the dodgy quality of the tape I suspect the 
band can overcome this problem with & 
decent production when they record their 
debut album.

Bernard Doe tells me that this Italian 
band sound a great deal like IRON MAIDEN 
Let's see shallwe. Insert demo. Let's go! 
Well they do sound like IRON MAIDEN but 
only because vocalist Adolfo Morviducci 
sounds uncanilly like Bruce Dickinson.... 
and remember this guy is Italian! His 
phrasing is perfect. МЕ sticks its neck 
out and predicts BIG things for these 
guys. I haven't been exposed to a great 
deal of Italian metal, which in some ways 
is kind of a blessing 'cos, apart from 
VANADIUM, what I have heard has been fuck- 
ing awful. Not these guys though, from 
the very first track "Victim Of The World" 
they'll blow your balls off, the spirited 
guitar solo's by Andrea Fois and Leonardo 
Milani kill with power! 

"The Price" follows with a mid-tempo pace 
that stomps all over you and leaves you gas- 
ping with amazement. That man 'Morby' vocal- 
izes to the gods and the rhythm section of 
Enrico Caroli (bass) and Dario Caroli (drums) 
are as tight as а virgin. Atmospheric, 
awesome and immense are terms that should be 
attached to this one. 

In comparison "The Beast" is a little 
throwaway, slightly boogie-ish but still 
brilliant and "Promised Land" is the'ballad! 
pushed along by imaginative percussive 
arrangements by Dario before exploding а-1а 
MAIDEN to a climatic ending. "War Machine" 
and "Heroes Of The Grave" come from an 
earlier demo, which, although not as good in 
sound quality still kick-ass. 

Whilst the two tracks sung in Italian 
"Killer Della Notte" and "La Musica Strana" 
from this same demo recorded in April prove 
that, to gain international recognition 
(which they will) these will have to go. I 
know nobody takes a blind bit of notice at 
what I write but I plead with record labels 
to check this outfit out.
